JTrankfort-on-the-Main, dated July^ !20 
which describes so graphically the TJpris- 
ing of .the German people—which has no 
parallel save in our famous "Kising of the 
North" ia 1861—that we make some ex- 
tracts from it:

Inthevalley_of the Rhenish Palatinate 


the people find themselves in a very un 
.pleasant position, and expect every day to 
see the armies engage in battle upon their 
fields; but even here there IB no lament 
and from every remote village the enthu- 
siasm for the war drowns the regret for 
material losses. Frotn the remotest val- 
leys here and everywhere in Germany the 
peasant youth, the "blue smock," as they 
are called, are responding with, a will to 
the call to arms. 


AH along tho'course of the Rhine these 


"blue smocks" have come into the ranks 
by thousand, transported in moat cases in 
open cattle wagons, furnished with noth- 
ing more than wooden benches, often with 
nothing at all. The young men of the 
commercial and higher classes have shown 
a readiness to fall into the ranks deserving 
of the greatest praise. Carloads of young 
men liable to militaiy duty, who-have 
been living in England, France,; Russia 
nnd other European countries, come in 
everyday. Few have failed to respond, 
and fewer still have had in veiw the pen- 
alties for non-appearance in returning 
when they might have escaped. 


I have heard o! fifty young men re- 


turning from London and more than two 
hundred from Paris. 


The enthusiasm among the German 


students is only equaled by that shown in 
1813, In Gleascn the lecture rooms have 
been deserted and the professors fonnd 
themselves without audiences. The Uni- 
versity of Zurich hag lost two hundred 
German students who responded immedi- 
ately to join their regiments, and aa many 
more are reported to be on their way to 
Berlin to enter one of the hnzzar regi- 
ments as volunteers. At the Kiel Univer- 
sity the students left to a man. In Leip- 
3ic some hundreds have enrolled them- 
selves, and others have been demolishing 
the windows of the editorial • rooms of an 
anti-war paper. In all the higher institu- 
tions of learning, without distinction of 
country, the enthusiasm among tho Ger 
man youth is the same. 


Tho greatest readiness has been shown 


by the individuals and cities in offering 
their wealth and services to King Wil- 
helm and the German cause. Berlin, has 
placed a million thalers at the king's ser- 
vice for the exigencies "of war." Hamburg 
has placed B million marks for the same 
purpose. The same city is also opening a 
national subscription, the amount to be 
placed-at tho disposal of the king for 
patriotic purposes, the first contribution 
being fivo thousand thalers'from a single 
.firm. 
• 


In Aachen, a non-Prussian German offers 


one hundred dollars to every volunteer, 
up to three thousand thalers. A Dresden 
merchant has offered, a prize of fifty tha- 
lers to the soldier- through whose instru- 
mentality the first Erench cannon shall be 
captured; and another gentleman offers a 
hundred thalers to the one who captures 
tbe first French standard. Some Bremen 
citizens offer a thousand thalers to the 
first battalion of any Hanseatic infantry 
regiment which, shall capture a French 
caunon.- But such cases are too numerous 
to mention,, and I merely give these to 
show the feeling of the country. 


Public assemblies, have been held in all 


the large German cities. In'Lubeefc on tho 
17th, more than twenty thousand of the 
inhabitants of • the city and tho neighbor- 
hood met upon the wide plains outside of 
the city gates, and, after an address, the 
assembled multitude,, with heads uncover- 
ed and hands raised, swore to sacrifice 
their wealth and blood for the Father- 
land. .

Since 1313, the German national feeling 


haa never .been so earnestly and deeply 
aroused as it is at tliis moment. For days 
the desire of all Germany was for peace 
no one had tbe slightest, idea that France 
would declare war against Prussia. When 
the telegram announcing that " the war is 
declared" came, a. feeling' of sadness, j 
might say, overspread the whole German 
heart; but this was followed at once by a 


acceptance of the gnge of battle, tbe marki 
of which I have shown above. It remains 
to give you. a .few extracts from .the Ger 
mun press, to'show you how deep" and uni 
versalj:he feeling is. 


TlioVar cry hi Paris, " To" tho Rhine," 


was answered at once by all Germany with 
Becker's celebrated B>hiue-song, "Sie sol 
len :hu nicht haben.^'den freien deutcschen 
Rhein!" (They shall not havo the free 
German Rhine T) The Germans forgot 
their own quarrcU and enmities in tho 
hour when the news came that the French 
were moving on the Rhine; for the Ger- 
man national pride and love of existence 
is centred in the possession of that river. 


Baden, Wurtemburg^ Bavaria and Uess 


did not?nesitate a-moment to declare .their 
intention to support the North in the .con- 
test for the- Rhine; and tho new provinces 
forgot all their past misfortune*.in thfcir 
anger at the conduct of > France and their 
zeal for tho national cause.: In Cassel, the 
capital of Hesse Cassel, the Bang, on, bis 
way home to Berlin, was enthusiastically 
cheered to lead Germany on, and when he 
arrived at Berlin a hundred thousand peo- 
ple met him-and shouted lustily, " To the
